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^ISTOI^IGAL    ftOTES. 


Buena  Vista  College,  the  successor  of  Fort  Dodge  Collegiate  In- 
stitute, was  organized  by  a  joint  commission  of  twelve  members  chosen 
by  the  Presbyteries  of  Sioux  City  and  Fort  Dodge.  The  commission 
met  in  Storm  Lake  July  8,  1891,  and  completed  the  organization,  and 
incorporation  of  the  college  on  July  9 — the  following  day.  The  Syn- 
od of  Iowa  in  stated  session  at  Boone  in  October,  1891,  unanimously 
a  lopted  this  college  as  its  own,  and  elected  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to 
whom  is  entrusted  the  entire  control  of  its  property,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  its  interests.  The  Synod  recognized  the  existence  of  the 
other  colleges  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  state;  but  since  their  or- 
ganization, population  has  moved  onward  into  the  fertile  prairies  and 
alluvial  valleys  of  central  and  western  Iowa.  Here  were  four-fifths  of 
this  great  state  unoccupied  03^  any  Presbyterian  College;  besides  east- 
ern Nebraska,  south-eastern  Dakota  and  southern  Minnesota  are  look- 
ing this  way  for  a  college  so  endowed  and  equipped  that  the  graduates 
of  the  high  schools  and  numerous  private  normal  schools,  shall  find 
the  means  for  a  liberal  education.  Here  is  a  field  as  large  as  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  Illinois  or  Indiana,  without  a  Presbyterian  college 
in  it.  The  Synod  had  no  hesitation  in  following  the  example  of  the 
fathers  in  our  church,  and  planting  in  the  midst  of  the  incoming  pop- 
ulation a  Christian  college.  The  wisdom  of  this  act  has  appeared  in 
the  success  of  the  school. 

LOCATION. 

The  approximate  geographical  center  of  this  great  unoccupied 
field  is  Storm  Lake.  This  little  city  of  homes,  with  its  beautiful  lake 
and  clean,  wide  streets,  with  their  bordering  parks,  and  its  Christian 
homes  and  churches,  was  chosen  after  patient  and  prayerful  inquiry 
concerning  many  offered  sites.  Storm  Lake  is  on  the  Illinois  Central 
railroad,  having  also  close  connections  north  and  south  at  Tara  Junc- 
tion with  the  Rock  Island  and  the  North  Western.  It  is  easily  reach- 
ed from  any  point  north  or  south  on  the  west  by  direct  connection  at 
Cherokee.     It  is  far  removed  from  the  cities,  where  so  many  young  peo- 
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pie  are  flung  into  the  whirlpool  of  temptation,  sent  there  by  loving 
parents,  who  only  think  of  the  good  to  be  obtained  there  and  forget 
the  necessary  exposure  to  evil.  There  are  no  saloons  or  gambling 
dens  in  Storm  Lake.  The  influences  are  helpful,  and  temptation  is 
removed  from  the  young  people  as  far  as  possible. 

The  College  is  located  on  a  beautiful  plateau  west  of  the  town, 
gently  sloping  to  the  lake.  Central  Hall  is  an  elegant  brick  building, 
trimmed  with  cut  .stone.  It  measures  90x72,  has  three  stories  for 
rooms,  besides  a  high  and  roomy  attic  suitable  for  an  art  room.  It 
contains  twelve  recitation  rooms  besides  a  chapel  seating  three  hun- 
dred, library  and  reading  room,  and  working  room  in  connection  with 
the  laboratory.  There  is  no  more  beautiful,  nor  appropriate  college 
building  in  this  state,  though  some  are  larger.  Its  cost  exclusive  of 
all  furnishing  was  $25,000,  all  of  which  has  been  secured  in  Buena 
Vista  and  adjoining  counties. 

All  the  buildings  are  heated  with  steam  and  lighted  by  electricity. 
The  city  water  is  conveyed  to  them.  Every  visitor  goes  awa}T  full  of 
admiration  for  the  location  and  buildings  and  of  commendation  for  the 
work  done.

In  this  department  it  is  the  intention  to  combine  theory  with 
practice. 

In  the  theoretical  department  the  principles  of  book-keep- 
ing are  taught  as  applied  to  individual,  partnership,  retail,  manufac- 
turing, joint-stock  and  banking  business. 

When  the  subject  has  been  mastered  so  that  the  student  can  ap- 
ply the  principles  to  all  conditions  of  transactions  he  is  admitted  to 
the  business  practice  department.  Here,  by  using  our  College 
Currency,  making  out  papers  used  in  business,  meeting  obligations 
at  maturity,  etc.,  the  student  acquires  rapidity  and  accuracy  in  all 
business  transactions. 

Upon  completing  the  work  outlined,  the  student  is  promoted  to 
the  offices.  This  department  is  handsomely  fitted  up  with 
appropriate  furniture  and  fixtures  for  conducting  the  necessary  offices. 
The  student  now  learns  by  experience  the  details  of  office  work,  and 
the  various  duties  peculiar  to  each,  with  additional  and  constant  prac- 
tice in  the  handling  of  all  forms  of  negotiable  paper,  bills,  invoices, 
account  sales,  certified  checks,  certificates  of  deposit,  the  proper  forms 
of  endorsement  under  different  circumstances,  and  the  writing  of 
business  letters. 

By  a  system  of  Inter-Communication  between  the  students  of  the 
Commercial  Department  of  this  College  and  of  Wesleyan  College, 
Kidder  Institute  and  Scotia  Normal  and  Business  Institute,  a  more 
perfect  method  of  Actual  Business  Practice  has  been  secured  than 
could  be  carried  out  by  a  single  school. 

A  knowledge  of  commercial  law  is  essential  to  the  success  of 
ever}''  business  man.  An  insight  is  given  into  the  principles  as  ap- 
plied to  contracts,  bills  of  exchange,    promissory  notes,    partnership. 
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agencies,    insurance,  etc.,  including   all  subjects  necessary  for  a  well- 
informed  business  man. 

Through  all  this  course  of  training,  penmanship,  business  arith- 
metic and  spelling  are  studied.  Every  student  is  required  to  write 
letters  on  business  which  are  corrected  and  criticised  and  all  errors  of 
wording,  grammar,  spelling  and  punctuation  pointed  out  and  instruc- 
tion given  how  to  avoid  them. 

All  students  of  the  commercial  department  have  the  privilege, 
without  extra  charge,  to  attend  any  of  the  studies  in  the  academical 
department  of  the  college.  This  is  an  advantage  not  enjoyed  in 
main'  exclusive  business  colleges. 

SHORTHAND  AND  TYPEWRITING. 

The  Pitman  system  was  adopted  on  account  of  its  superiority 
ever  all  others,  and  all  who  learn  this  system  thoroughly  will  have 
no  difficult}'  in  taking  dictation  at  a  high  rate  of  speed. 

There  are  daily  classes  in  dictation.  Students  of  other  systems 
can  enter  these  classes  to  good  advantage.  There  is  also  a  dictation 
class  on  typewriters. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  letter  writing  and  business  forms. 
Students  deficient  in  spelling  and  grammar  have  the  opportunity  of 
entering  classes  adapted  to  their  needs. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  typewriting  is  given  on  standard  ma- 
chines. Students  are  not  only  taught  how  to  write  with  ease  and 
rapidity  but  are  instructed  how  to  give  the  machine  proper  care  and 
attention. 
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Departments  op  Instruction. 


Education  ivS  power.  The  two  things  necessary  to  make  a  suc- 
cessful man  or  woman  are  education  and  force  of  right  character. 
We  aim  to  promote  both  in  this  institution.  We  desire  our  pupils  to 
seek  an  education,  not  because  it  is  the  custom,  but  because  they 
want  power  and  usefulness. 

BIBLE  STUDY. 

Besides  the  daily  religious  exercises  in  chapel,  which  each  stu- 
dent is  required  to  attend,  there  are  regular  recitations  in  Bible  study. 
A  text  book  on  the  Life  of  Christ  and  on  the  Life  of  St.  Paul  have 
been  introduced,  and  regular  recitations  and  examinations  as  in  any 
other  study  of  the  curriculum  are  required.  Exceptions  to  this  re- 
quirement are  made  only  for  special  reasons  that  do  not  apply  to  the 
students  generally.  Bible  history  is  also  taught  and  special  books 
studied.  The  President  has  this  department  of  instruction  under  his 
special  charge  and  in  connection  with  this  department  and  that  of 
Christian  ethics  gives  frequent  lectures  on  manners,  morals  and  re- 
ligious duties.  All  students  who  do  not  reside  with  their  parents  are 
required  to  attend  public  worship  and  Bible  class  in  some  church  on 
the  Sabbath. 

PSYCHOLOGY  AND  LOCxIC. 

Elementary  psychology  is  studied  in  the  preparatory  courses. 
This  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  system  of  education.  Stu- 
dents are  given  a  practical  knowledge  of  their  own  minds  and  how  to 
use  them  in  their  studies.  Students  that  finish  their  formal  educa- 
tion with  the  normal  or  preparatory  courses  and  become  teachers  are 
thus  fitted  to  develop  their  own  powers  and  to  train  others.  The  im- 
portance of  physiological  psychology  is  duly  regarded.  Practical  ap- 
plications of  the  science  are  made  to  education  and  the  conduct  of  life. 
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In  the  College  the  subject  is  taught  by  text  book  and  lectures,  so 

as  to  give  a  historical  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  whole 
science. 

Elementary  Logic  is  taught  in  the  Freshman  year.  This  study 
lays  the  foundation  for  right  thinking  and  correct  composition 
throughout  the  College  course.  To  defer  it  to  the  Senior  year  is  to 
deprive  the  student  of  the  best  possible  preparation  to  make  the  high- 
est use  of  his  whole  course  of  study.  A  more  comprehensive  study 
of  the  subject  is  made  in  the  Senior  year. 

A  course  in  Practical  Kthies  is  introduced  in  the  Freshman  year. 
Theoretical  Ethics  is  taught  in  the  Junior  year.  A  course  in  the  Evi- 
dences of  Theistic  and  Christian  Belief  is  given  in  the  Senior  year. 

POLITICAL  SCIENCE. 

The  subjects  which  may  be  classified  together  under  this  general 
head  are  studied  throughout  the  Senior  year.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment is  principally  by  lecture,  as  the  intention  is  not  simply  to  imbibe 
the  teachings  of  one  man,  but  to  obtain  a  thorough,  full-rounded  view 
of  man  in  his  political  relations.  Political  economy  is  studied  with 
continuous  reference  to  the  works  of  Walker,  Perry  and  others  while 
in  the  study  of  International  and  of  Constitutional  Law  the  works  of 
Woolsey  and  Story  are  made  use  of.  Two  periods  a  week  are  given 
to  these  studies  throughout  the  year. 

LATIN  AND  GREEK. 

In  teaching  these  languages  the  aim  is  to  impress  the  idea  that 
language  is  the  expression  of  thought  and  so  we  need  to  study  both 
the  thought  and  the  expression.  The  study  of  the  expression  re- 
quires a  full  study  of  all  forms  and  rules  of  Grammar  and  Rhetoric. 
The  study  of  the  thought  requires  frequent  excursions  into  the  fields 
of  Geography  and  History;  History  in  its  broad  sense,  as  covering 
habits,  social  usages,  government,  etc.  By  necessity  the  main  drill 
is  in  grammar  in  the  first  part  of  a  classical  course.  As  preparatory 
to  our  collegiate  classical  course,  we  require  as  much  Latin  as  is 
ordinarily  covered  in  two  years  and  the  Greek  of  one  year,  in  which 
periods  a  scholar  should  have  gained  considerable  familiarity  with 
Latin,  and  have  had  a  fair  introduction  to  Greek.  The  Roman  method 
of  pronunciation  is  used  in  both  the  Latin  and  Greek.  A  goodly 
portion  both  of  Caesar  and  of  the  Anabasis  is  covered  in  the  first  two 
terms  of  preparatory  work  for  each  language. 

After  the  Sophomore  year  these   languages  are   elective  studies. 
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In  the  Junior  year  opportunity  is  offered   for   the  study  of  Greek  and 
Latin  dramas  and  in  the  Senior  year  in  philosophical  works. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

BOTANY. 

Botany  is  studied  in  the  Spring  term  of  the  Freshman  year.  The 
work  comprises  the  study  of  structural  and  systematic  Botany,  using 
the  text  book  for  recitations  and  illustrating  the  subjects  with  speci- 
mens. Plant  analysis  and  classification,  and  the  method  of  prepar- 
ing herbariums  will  be  taught  the  latter  part  of  the  term.  The  sub- 
ject will  be  completed  by  those  applying  for  degrees  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  an  Herbarium  containing  fift3r  specimens  of  natural  plants. 

Text  Books — Gray's  Field  and  Forest  Botany,  with  Gray's  Man- 
ual and  Bessey's  Botany  for  reference. 

ZOOLOGY    AND    PHYSIOLOGY. 

Lectures  will  be  given  on  Zoology  during  the  Spring  term  of  the 
Sophomore  year.  Human  Physiology  is  a  required  study  of  this 
term,  and  a  text  book  of  high  grade  is  used  and  supplemental  read- 
ing is  encouraged.  Martin's  Human  Body  and  Cotton's  Practical 
Zoology  are  used  as  text  books. 

geology. 

Geology  is  studied  during  the  first  term  and  a  portion  of  the 
second  term  of  the  Senior  year.  The  study  of  this  book  is  supple- 
mented by  lectures  and  field  work,  and  the  student  will  be  expected 
to  verify  his  knowledge  by  personal  acquaintance  of  the  country. 
Continual  reference  will  be  had  during  the  student's  year  of  study  in 
Zoology  and  Botany  to  Historical  Geology,  so  that  the  stud}-  will  em- 
brace more  than  merely  one  term  of  work. 

Text  Books — Dana's  Geology  will  be  used  as  a  text  book,  with 
LeConte's  Manual  and  Dana's  Manual  for  reference. 

PHYSICIAL  SCIENCES. 

PHYSICS. 

Physics  will  be  studied  during  the  entire  Junior  year;  the  work 
of  the  first  term  being  confined  to  mechanics  of  solids,  liquids  and 
gasses.  The  Winter  term  is  confined  to  electricity,  the  Spring  term 
to  light  and  heat.  In  addition  to  regular  recitations  in  the  text  book 
the  students  will  have  access  to  a  laboratory  well  stocked  with  physi- 
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cal  apparatus,  and  a  successful  operating  electric  light  plant,  where 
the  various  systems  of  electric  lighting  will  be  taught,  and  the  nec- 
essary apparatus  will  be  explained  and  illustrated  by  actual  applica- 
tion. 

Atkinson  Ganot's  Physics  is  the  text  book  used  and  Snell's  Olm- 
sted will  be  the  reference  book,  with  others  of  a  like  grade. 

chemistrv. 

Chemistry  will  be  studied  during  the  Junior  year;  regular  recita- 
tions will  be  required  and  lectures  with  table  experiments  will  be 
given.  The  students  will  be  expected  to  take  laboratory  practice  and 
repeat  the  experiments  of  the  text  book  and  others  suggested  by  the 
professor  and  thus  acquire  by  actual  work  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
subject. 

Remsen's  Chemistry  will  be  used  as  a  text  book  and  Shephard's 
manual  for  laboratory  practice. 

ASTRONOMY. 

Astronomy  is  studied  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  and 
during  the  whole  of  the  third  term  of  the  Senior  year.  The  subject 
will  be  taught  from  a  high  stand-point,  using  the  most  advanced  text 
book  published  and  giving  the  student  the  advantage  of  the  best 
thought  and  most  recent  discoveries  on  the  subject. 

Young's  General  Astronomy  will  be  used  as  a  text  book  and  Bur- 
ritt's  Uranography  as  reference. 

MATHEMATICS. 
The  preparatory  course  includes  Algebra  to  series  and  Geometry 
to  solid  Geometry.  These  studies  are  pursued  up  this  point  in  most 
of  the  high  schools  of  the  State.  During  the  Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more year,  one  mathematical  study  is  required  except  during  the  last 
term  of  the  Sophomore  year,  when  Calculus  is  made  optional. 

Mathematical  studies  are  considered  as  the  best  discipline  for  the 
reasoning  powers  and  they  also  furnish  the  means  for  the  pursuit  of 
many  of  the  most  useful  scientific  pursuits. 

Text  Books — Robinson's  University  Algebra,  Robinson's 
Geometry  and  Trigonometry,  Robinson's  Navigation  and  Surveying, 
Analytical  Geometry  and  Calculus. 

GERMAN. 

The  scientific  course  substitutes    this  language  or  the  French  for 
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the  Greek.  It  is  the  intention  to  prepare  a  student  to  speak  the  lan- 
guage with  fluency  and  to  read  any  author  with  ease.  Fortius  pur- 
pose the  first  year  will  be  devoted  to  the  natural  or  inductive  method 
and  the  grammar  or  lexicon  will  be  used  for  further  instruction. 

Text  Books — Ilenne's  Leitfaden,  Whitney's  German  Grammar 
and  Selections  from  German  Literature. 

THE  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  professional  course  of  three  years  corresponds  substantially 
with  the  course  pursued  by  the  State  Normal  school  and  gives  the 
choice  of  a  Latin  or  English  course.  The  student  who  graduates  from 
the  Latin  course  will  readily  obtain  a  state  certificate  and  if  he  wishes 
can  pursue  the  studies  of  the  collegiate  department  as  he  has  sub- 
stantially the  preparation  for  the  Freshman  year  of  the  Scientific 
course,  except  German,  but  in  place  of  this  he  has  several  studies 
in  science  in  advance  of  the  Freshmen. 

The  English  course  of  this  department  is  the  same  as  the  Normal , 
omitting  the  professional  studies. 

Text  Books — Shoup's  Series  of  Didactics,  Baldwin's  Art  of  School 
Management,  Wickersham's  Methods  of  Instruction,  Calkins'  Prim- 
ary Methods,  and  Hill's  True  Order  of  Study. 

COMMERCIAL    DEPARTMENT, 

Our  business  college  offers  special  advantages  in  Penmanship, 
Bookkeeping,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  and  Bank- 
ing. The  gentleman  in  charge  is  an  expert  penman  and  an  experi- 
enced teacher. 

The  bank  counter  used  in  the  business  practice  department  is 
conceded  to  be  the  finest  of  the  kind  in  the  state. 

Students  may  enter  at  any  time,  and  on  completing  the  courses 
of  stud}'  and  passing  a  satisfactory  examination,  will  be  given  a  cer- 
tificate of  work  done. 

Students  who  are  defective  in  knowledge  of  arithmetic,  or  Eng- 
lish grammar,  spelling  and  penmanship  will  be  required  to  complete 
these  studies,  as  indicated  in  the  Normal  course. 

TYPEWRITING  AND  SHORTHAND 

Are  taught  as  special  studies  by  the  principal  and  his  assistants.     The 
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Remington  typewriter  is  used.  Four  new  typewriters  have  been  add- 
ed to  the  department  for  the  use  of  the  students,  and  each  student 
will  be  allowed  the  use  of  an  instrument  for  at  least  an  hour  a  day 
without  charge.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

Instruction  will  be  given  in  voice  culture  to  individual  pupils; 
also  lessons  on  the  piano,  organ,  guitar,  violin  and  in  harmony. 

Classes  will  also  be  formed  for  training  in  reading,  expression, 
phrasing  and  harmony. 

A  singing  association  will  also  be  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  and  practicing  choruses  and  solos,  and  other  musical  pro- 
ductions to  be  rendered  on  public  occasions  in  the  interest  of  the  col- 
The  instruction  will  be  of  a  high  character.  We  shall  make 
no  effort  to  compete  in  price  with  cheap  amateur  teachers,  but  we  do 
invite  comparison  with  the  work  done  by  professional  teachers  in  our 
best  colleges. 

THE  ART  DEPARTMENT.

The  students  will  assemble  in  the 
chapel  on  Tuesday  morning  at  9  and  be  classified.  Let  every  student 
come  with  the  intention  to  enter,  if  possible,  one  of  the  regular 
courses.  Instead  of  picking  out  particular  studies  remotely  related 
to  each  other,  pursue  the  work  of  a  regular  course  and  supplement 
that  with  an  outside  study  if  you  have  time  for  it.  By  keeping  in 
the  regular  courses  you  will  be  able  to  accomplish  more  and  you  will 
be  encouraged  to  complete  the  course.

A  few  students  have  boarded  themselves  at  very  reasonable  rates. 

Books  are  furnished  on  a  plan  which  gives  them  to  the  student 
at  a  rental  for  the  term.  If  the  book  is  returned  in  good  condition  at 
the  end  of  the  term  he  will  be  charged  about  25  per  cent  on  the  price 
of  the  book  for  its  use. 

A  reduction  of  50  per  cent  is  made  from  tuition  to  children  of 
ministers  and  25  per  cent  to  the  second  and  each  additional  student 
attending  at  the  same  time  from  the  same  family. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  strictly  in  advance  each  term.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  College  will  be  at  the  president's  office  one  day  of  the 
week  for  the  first  two  weeks  and  all  payments  will  be  made  then  and 
receipts  signed  by  treasurer.  After  that  students  will  not  be  permit- 
ted to  recite  without  such  receipt  except  by  special  agreement. 

A  deposit  of  $2  is  required  from  students  in  Chemistry  and  Phy- 
sics to  secure  against  breakage  of  instruments  and  waste  of  chemicals. 

THE  COLLEGE  DORMITORIES. 

THE   GENTLEMEN'S    HALL. 

This  is  a  new  building  capable  of  accommodating  forty  young 
men.  In  it  is  the  College  Dining  Hall.  This  has  been  managed  suc- 
cessfully during  the  year  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Maxwell.  The  price 
of  board  has  been  S2  per  week. 

THE    LADIES'    COTTAGE 

Also  stands  on  the  College  grounds  and  is  admirably  adapted  to  the 
accommodation  of  ladies.  Both  these  buildings  are  new,  admirably 
situated,  over-looking  the  lake  and  close  to  the  main  central  building. 

These  buildings  are  finely  furnished  and  with  the  little  additions 
made  by  the  taste  of  the  occupants  make  delightful  homes  for  the 
students.  Improvements  will  be  made  on  both  during  the  summer, 
and  an  effort  made  to  put  rugs  on  the  floors  and  otherwise  contribute 
to  the  neatness  and  comfort  of  our  students.  Let  any  family  or  indi- 
vidual that  will  contribute  to  this  object  communicate  with  the  presi- 
dent. Let  us  have  these  buildings  full  of  a  happy  band  of  young  peo- 
ple during  the  year. 

THE  LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Two  of  these  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  One  is  managed  by 
the  gentlemen  and  is  named  after  the  first   president    of  the    College, 
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the  L.  Y.  II.  Society.  The  other  is  managed  by  the  ladies  and  is 
named  the  Jane  Addams  Society,  after  the  distinguished  founder  of 
the  "Hull  House"  college  settlement  in  Chicago.  The  societies  had 
a  friendly  contest  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  which  the  honors  were 
nearly  equally  divided  and  the  performances  were  surprisingly  good, 
when  it  is  considered  that  man}'  of  the  contestants  were  still  prepara- 
tory students.  During  the  winter  term  several  members  of  both  so- 
cieties had  a  contest  in  declamation  in  which  Mr.  F.  H.  Aldinger  was 
awarded  first  prize  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Hitchings  the  second  prize. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 
Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  this  during  the  year.  Indian 
clubs  and  dumb  bells  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  faculty  to  give  more  and  more  opportuni- 
ty to  all  the  students  to  develop  health,  strength  and  graceful  move- 
ment under  a  careful  instructor  in  this  department. 

THE  LIBRARY. 
It  includes  just  the  books  a  student  needs  to  study  in  the  various 
courses  besides  many  books  of    general    reading.     Contributions  to 
it  are  solicited. 

SUPPORT  AND  CONTRIBUTIONS. 
The  College  is  fostered  by  strong  local  support;  by  the  two  Pres- 
byteries of  Fort  Dodge  and  Sioux  City;  by  the  College  Board  of  Aid 
and  by  the  Synod  of  Iowa.  During  the  3'ear  larger  and  smaller  sums 
of  money  have  been  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the  College  to  show  the 
interest  people  have  manifested  in  the  progress  of  the  College.  It  is 
impossible  to  give  a  full  list  of  all  the  donations.  We  mention  some 
of  the  larger  contributions  and  the  churches  which  have  aided  with 
the  amounts  given  by  them.
